should be "equal to the most power­ 
ful maintained by any other nation of 


11 e world" not later than 1925 in th*- 
opinion of lite 
navy 
general board 
headed bv Admiral Dewey. 
The annual report of the board dis­ 
closes that this naval policy was for­ 
mulated by the body in Ju ly last 
At the same time the board again 
developed its idea of the place the 
American 
navy should hold in the 
world in the following language 
“ A navy in finn control of the seas 
from the outbreak of war is the prime 
essential to the defense of a country 
situated as is the United States bor­ 
dering upon two great oceans. A navy 
strong 
enough 
only to 
defend 
our 
coast from actual invasion will not 
suffice. 
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
